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In October 1951 the Turkish Government asked for assistance from Unesco 
(Technical Assistance Department) in founding a national bibliographical 
centre to undertake and co-ordinate throughout Turkey all the bibliographical 
work required for the progress of scientific research and for the country’s 
technical and economic development. In March 1952 Unesco sent the present 
writer to Ankara, and the Turkish National Institute of Bibliography was | 
founded—provisionally as part of the administration of the National Library, 
which supplied it with staff, and the necessary accommodation and equipment, 
and placed the resources of its own collections at the new Institute’s disposal. 

The very rapid evolution of Turkey in the last 30 or 40 years, combined 
with an expansion of scientific research and adoption of every form of modern 
technique, had created great and pressing demands for documentation. A 
plan was drawn up on broad lines to meet this need. Firstly, the Institute ; 
should complete a national bibliography. It should then improve facilities 
for the use of local documentation; help to bring Turkey into the circuit of 
international intellectual exchanges, becoming a central body or clearing 
house for information and advice; and also endeavour to stimulate the creation 
of organs for specialized documentation in the different disciplines. After 
two years, the Institute’s achievements may be summed up as follows: 

































NATIONAL BIBLIOGRAPHY 


Since 1928 (the year when the Latin script was adopted) Turkey has had a 
current national bibliography, Tiirkiye bibliyografyasi; this lists books, official 
publications, maps, plans and musical scores in its quarterly or (at some 
periods) monthly issues, which are subsequently reproduced in decennial 
volumes. In addition, the new Institute has, since March 1952, published a 
new current bibliography, Tiirkiye makaleler bibliyografyasi (Bibliography of 
articles appearing in Turkish periodicals), which is devoted to periodicals and 
collections and gives titles of articles in French, with brief explanatory notes 
where necessary, for use abroad (see Bulletin, vol. VII, no. 10, item 590). 


UNION CATALOGUES 


The Institute has undertaken to compile a series of union catalogues. The 
first step has already been taken with the Union catalogue of foreign periodicals 
in Turkish libraries, in which 61 libraries have assisted. The first edition of this 
catalogue contains some 6,500 titles (on cards reproduced, for circulation, in 
50 copies), and fresh material is constantly being received for a second edition. 

The preparation of a Catalogue of new foreign acquisilions in Turkish libraries 
began a few months ago. Although this is encountering difficulties, mainly owing 
to the widely differing procedures used for drafting index cards in Turkish 
libraries and the lack in most of the latter of modern means of reproduction, 
the initial results are encouraging. They have, however, shown that the part 
taken by the Institute in the drafting of the notices must be much more direct 
than that usually falling to national centres. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHICAL LIBRARY AND INFORMATION CENTRE 


With all the bibliographical resources of the National Library under its roof 
from the outset, the Institute has since considerably increased them and made 
them more accessible by producing classified catalogues, thus forming a biblio- 
graphical information centre frequently consulted by universities and govern- 
ment departments. The Institute can, upon request, produce bibliographies 
on a particular subject and give advice on bibliographical matters and library 
organization. Its Director has helped to train librarians by giving courses at 
Ankara University and in the National Library. 


EXCHANGE AND INTERNATIONAL LOAN CENTRE 


The Institute has endeavoured to develop international exchanges, thus 
enriching local libraries and spreading a knowledge of Turkey’s progress 
throughout the world. An attempt is now being made to widen the scope of 
these exchanges which up to now have been limited, by law, to a library’s own 
publications, its duplicates not being covered. Nearly 300 foreign libraries 
have asked to receive our publications in exchange for theirs, and valuable 
links have thus been forged. 

The Institute also provides an international book lending service. With the 
assistance of the National Library’s photographic studio it is able to supply 
persons abroad, either by exchange contract or against payment, with micro- 
films, photocopies or translations of all works published in Turkey, and to 
procure on the same terms any foreign documents needed in Turkish quarters. 


DOCUMENTATION CENTRE 


Having thus built up its basic machinery, the Institute has begun to develop 
what is, properly speaking, its documentation section. This is an essential 
part of its work; at the same time, it is here that the greatest difficulties are 
encountered. The idea of “documentation” is an unfamiliar one in Turkey, 
where it is often not fully understood. Although the needs in this field are 
pressing, the whole task of “‘educating users” has to be done ab initio, as also 
that of establishing contact with all concerned—particularly industrialists and 
craftsmen, who are the most difficult to reach, but who must be kept informed 
of the new techniques available to them. A systematic effort has been made to 
establish such contacts through press articles, lectures and visits to various 
organizations. This is a long-term task, to which an English documentation 
expert sent by Unesco, Mrs. Lucia Moholy, has devoted her attention. 


CONCLUSION 


During the first two years of the Institute’s existence, the prime aim has been 
to give it a solid basis, to lay down a few main lines of policy, and to form a 
small nucleus of staff and assistants who can at an early date be entrusted 
with the fortunes of the Centre when Unesco’s help comes to an end. Up to 
now it has been concerned solely with “‘modern’”’ bibliography, but the Insti- 
tute may eventually help to make more accessible the wonderful collection of 
ancient works which constitutes the main wealth of Turkish libraries. It has 
certainly a great part to play in the task of library co-ordination, and must 
remain a clearing house for the exchange of every kind of document between 
Turkey and other countries. Its “documentation” section, which is destined 
to expand considerably, will provide Turkey with its first modern documenta- 
tion centre and assist in the establishment of increasingly specialized centres, 
as techniques within the ‘country develop. Fortunately the Institute will conti- 
nue to benefit from the invaluable stimulus provided by the Director of the 
National Library, Mr. Adnan Otiiken, who promoted the project and whose 
interest in it has never flagged. 
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UNESCO AND INTERNATIONAL NEWS 


(105) INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF LIBRARIES 
AND DOCUMENTATION CENTRES 


The organizing committee of this Congress, appointed during the meetings 
of the International Federation of Library Associations (IFLA) and the Inter- 
national Federation for Documentation (FID) in Vienna (see Bulletin, vol. VU, 
no. 10, item 570), met in Paris on 15 and 16 October 1953 under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Pierre Bourgeois, Director of the National Library of Berne, Pre- 
sident of IFLA. 

The committee accepted an invitation from the Belgian Government to 
hold the Congress at Brussels in September 1955. The organizing committee 
will include: Mr. Bourgeois, Chairman; Mr. Moller (FID), Vice-Chairman; 
Messrs. Breycha-Vauthier (IFLA) and Lorphévre (FID), Secretaries; and 
Mr. van der Linden from the Royal Library, Brussels. A salaried administra- 
tive secretary will also be appointed. The International Association of Music 
Libraries will co-operate with the two associations in making arrangements 
for the Congress. 

The general theme will be “The tasks and responsibilities of libraries and 
documentation centres in modern life”. In addition to the plenary meetings 
where common aspects of the theme will be discussed, the three organizations 
will also hold separate meetings to discuss their own particular problems. 


PROVISIONAL PROGRAMME 


The opening of the Congress will be preceded by a public meeting, attended 
by several persons of international standing. At the first plenary meeting, 
statements on the general programme ofthe Congress and on the objectives 
to be reached during the last two days of the discussions will be read. The 
subjects of these statements will be: the international aspects of the theme of 
the Congress (role of the different categories of libraries and documentation 
centres; co-ordination of activities on the international level); the national 
aspects of the theme (organization of libraries and documentation centres 
in underdeveloped countries); and official action by government authorities. 

During the following days, four mornings will be devoted to joint meetings, 
at which the following subjects will be discussed: (a) Principles of national and 
international co-operation; union catalogues; international lending; inter- 
national exemption from postage fees; common purchase schemes. (b) Inter- 
national, national and special bibliography; national centres wallggnery* ayee 
information. (c) Relations with the various categories of users—scientific and 
industrial research workers, students, readers wishing to improve their general 
knowledge. (d) Relations of public libraries with other categories of libraries 
and documentation centres; book selection. (e) Organizing urban public 
library services. (f) Organizing rural public library services. 

Lastly, three plenary meetings are planned for the end of the Congress, 
with the following provisional agenda: (a) Training of librarians, particularly 
from the standpoint of economic and social questions. (b) Documentary repro- 
duction by photograph and microfilm: (i) for preservation purposes; (ii) for 
the constitution of records in depositories in the event ft aan conflict ; 
(ui) for exchanges. (c) Material preservation of documents, and methods for 
their restoration. (d) Equipment and material resources of libraries and docu- 
mentation centres (document reproduction, selection, furniture, etc.). (e) Stand- 
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ardization of techniques in librarianship and documentation—cataloguing 
codes, abbreviations, symbols, etc. (In co-operation with ISO 46.)

(108) FLEXOPRINT 


Remington Rand Inc. (U.S.A.) has issued a booklet entitled Flexoprint, des- 
cribing in detail a new development of this technique for collecting data in 
card index form and reproducing them in page form without retyping and 
rechecking. The required data are typed on Flexoprint cards. Any typewriter— 
preferably electric, for even type impression—equipped with a carbon ribbon 
and a satisfactory card holding device can be used. On an average from 100 
to 300 single line cards per hour can be typed. As cards are typed they are 
proofread and attached to Flexoprint panels. The panels are then photo- 
graphed and printed by offset lithography. 


PRE-PUBLICATION SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR SCHOLARLY WORKS 
OF REFERENCE 


The Seventh Session of the Unesco General Conference held in Paris in 1952 instructed 
the Director General to “promote the continued publication or reissue of fundamental 
source books and handbooks of international scholarship by causing the demand for 
such works to be determined specifically by enquiries conducted with the aid of the 
National Commissions, and of international organizations’. 

All Unesco National Commissions have been invited to co-operate in carrying out 
this conference decision by sending detailed information of works which they believe 
to be of international value and which need foreign support to assure their publication. 

All the notices received from National Commissions will be published in this section 
of the Bulletin and otherwise conveyed to the libraries and specialists who are likely to 
be interested. 
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Bulletin readers are asked to respond to this effort to assure the publication of useful works by 
indicating, whenever possible direct to the National Commission or the publisher named in each 
notice, their intention to purchase copies, or by letting specialists who may be interested know of 
the works announced. 

This column will only include information received from Unesco National Commis- 
sions, and restricted to works where adequate particulars on the author, subject, size, 
price, proposed date of publication, etc., can be given, so that readers may be certain 
that the work is authoritative. 

Information concerning the following publications has recently been received : 


(109) ARABIC MANUSCRIPTS 


The Jewish National and University Library, Jerusalem, is sponsoring the 
publication in 1954 of a Catalogue of Arabic MSS in public libraries of Israel. It 
will be a descriptive catalogue of about 500 items, many of which are not 
printed or even mentioned in Brockelmann’s Geschichte der arabischen Literatur. 
Many of the works are by Palestinian authors. Most of the manuscripts are 
available for loan abroad. 

The catalogue has been compiled by Eli Ashtor, Dr. Phil. (Vienna), Ph. D. 
(Jerusalem), keeper of Oriental books in the Jewish National and University 
Library, and author of bibliographical works and various papers on Arabic 
and historical subjects. 

The catalogue will be of about 150 pages, with a few illustrations. Probable 
price $3.

(110) FISHES OF THE RED SEA 


The Research Council of Israel has undertaken the publication of The Fishes 
of the Red Sea and Southern Arabia, by Henry W. Fowler. 

More than 65 years have elapsed since the last comprehensive book on the 
fishes of the Red Sea appeared. The ichthyologist who is concerned with the 
taxonomy of the Erythrean fishes has had to make extensive use of the works 
of Klunzinger, Day, Barnard, Weber, Weber-de-Beaufort, etc., dealing with 
the fishes of the various parts of the Indian Ocean. 

Mr. Fowler’s work contains original information not previously published 
and covers, besides the Red Sea, the entire Arabian shores and Sea, including 
the Gulf of Oman and the Persian Gulf. Its presentation is similar to that of the 
same author’s The Marine fishes of West Africa, with some modification of the 
classification. It is illustrated and contains keys to orders, families, genera and 
species, and descriptions of orders, sub-orders, families and species. The cita- 
tion of the original reference and the type locality of each species, distribu- 
tional references and regional synonyms are included. 

The author is Curator of Fishes, the Academy of Natural Sciences of Phila- 
delphia (U.S.A.), and Consulting Ichthyologist, Bernice Pauahi Bishop 
Museum, Honolulu, Hawaii. 

The work will be of about 800 pages, with 583 line drawings, and will appear 
about nine months from the date when publication is made financially pos- 
sible. Probable price $20.

(111) BIBLIOGRAPHY OF JEWISH BIBLIOGRAPHIES 


The first edition of the Bibliography of Jewish bibliographies, listing bibliographies 
penans to Jews and Judaism (including the Bible and the Holy Land) in all 
anguages, was published in 1936 by the Hebrew University, Jerusalem, and 
has been out-of-print for many years. A second edition will be published in 
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1954, by the same institution. The second edition, brought up-to-date, will 
contain over 4,000 entries, about twice as many as the first edition, arranged 
according to the American Library Association catalogue rules. The items 
will be given in the original language with annotations in English, if in Hebrew 
they will be given in English. ‘There will be an extensive English author and 
subject index arranged in one alphabet. 

The bibliography has been compiled by Sklomo Shunami, a member of the 
Jewish National and University Library staff, who is at present editor of 
Yad la-Koré (The reader’s aid), a Hebrew library magazine, and a contributor 
to bibliographical and library periodicals in Hebrew and English. 

The work will be of about 700-800 pages and the price will be approximately 
$10 or $12, depending on the number of subscribers.

(112) LAPP DICTIONARY 


The Institute for Comparative Research in Human Culture (Instituttet for 
Sammenlignende Kulturforskning), Oslo, has undertaken the publication of 
Lappisk ordbok-Lapp dictionary IV ( Lapp-Norwegian-English), by Konrad Nielsen. 

This work contains the total lexical material of the northern Lapp dialects 
in Norway. The first three volumes, already published, present the material 
in alphabetical order, with Norwegian and English translations. The fourth 
volume, which is in printing, will include the same material re-arranged 
systematically in detailed semantic classification, thus giving an idea of the 
Lapp’s universe as reflected in language. It is a new publication based on ori- 
ginal material and containing at the same time all lexical data from older 
Lapp dictionaries in the same field. 

The author was professor of Finno-Ugrian languages at the University of 
Oslo from 1911-47, and has already published a Lapp grammar in two volumes. 
The work will be of about 800 pages and illustrated with drawings and photo- 
graphs. It is expected to appear in 1955. Probable price 60 Norwegian crowns

In both volumes instructions on how to use the list are given in English

This first attempt at a union catalogue of periodical holdings in the main 
science libraries of Indonesia gives information on the holdings of the Biblio- 
theca Bogoriensis and the Veterinary Institute at Bogor, the Eijkman Institute 
and the Faculty of Medicine at Jakarta, and the Faculty of Science (Depart- 
ment of Geology) and the Faculty of Technical Science of Bandung. Consi- 
derable difficulties were encountered in compiling the catalogue, science 
libraries in Indonesia being badly understaffed. It is for this reason that it is 
called a pilot edition; a more complete edition will be issued later. Entries are 
listed in alphabetical order of titles of periodicals and show which volumes 
are available in which libraries. Other catalogues concerning periodical 
holdings of other South-East Asian countries will follow.

It is divided into sections: sources of the law, history 
of law and its institutions, public and private law, comparative law, juris- 
prudence and philosophy of law, political and economic theory, trials, 
biography, law and literature, periodicals and other serial publications, and 
reference material. In each section, subject headings are arranged alphabeti- 
cally. There is a key to authorities cited, and subject and author indexes.

The International Federation for Documentation has now published, with 
the financial help of Unesco, Part I of a practical international guide to 
methods of document reproduction and selection (previously described in the 
Bulletin, vol. VII, no. 5/6, item 306). The Federation and Unesco had been 
made aware of the lack of any suitable international manual on the subject, 
and the present volume, issued in loose leaf form, is intended to fill this need. 
This Part I enumerates the various reproduction methods currently available 
and the information which it contains can serve as a basis for choosing the 
best means of meeting particular document reproduction problems. 
Introductory sections of each chapter are in English and French and the 
tables and lists of manufacturers are bilingual. There are chapters on repro- 
duction by hand or mechanical means, photographic methods, electronic and 
photo-conductive methods, document reproduction materials, costs, standar- 
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dization, and a general bibliography. The names and addresses of manu- 
facturers of 18 different items of document reproduction equipment are given 
in tabular form. Full page illustrations and equipment specifications have been 
supplied by some manufacturers. 

Supplementary information to keep the Manual up to date will be issued 
at least once a year. Prices for the supplements, which will be supplied on a 
subscription basis, are $2.50; 18s.2d.; 1,040 Fr. frs. 

Part II, dealing with selection of documents and training of personnel for 
document reproduction and containing an index to Parts I and II, will appear 
in the summer of 1954.

of the usual contents, together with information about the various editions. 

The directory comprises 699 notices on g10 periodicals and serials. There 
is an alphabetical index containing the names of all the international organ- 
izations mentioned, as well as the titles of the periodicals when these are not 
merely a repetition of the name of the organization.

BUILDING DOCUMENTATION

loguing) since its establishment in October 1949 (see Bulletin, vol. V1, no. 10, 

item 472). It also illustrates the development of building documentation in 

many countries by the inclusion, in folders, of characteristic information 
sheets in the standardized CIDB form. There are five such folders, one includ- 
ing information on the role and activities of the CIDB, the others typical sheets 
of architectural documentation, sheets on technical documentation, sheets of 
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abstracts, reports and studies (short monographs on various questions). The 
text is in French and English, with some Italian. 

The CIDB has now become integrated in the International Council for 
Building Research, Studies and Documentation (see Bulletin, vol. VIII, no. 1 
item 6).

GENERAL NEWS. 


(135) GREEK LIBRARIES DESTROYED 
BY EARTHQUAKES 


The earthquakes which wrought so much destruction on three Ionian Islands, 
Cephalonia, Ithaka and Zante on 9-12 August 1953, caused great damage to

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the libraries in the larger towns of Zante (12,000 inhabitants), Argostoli 
(10,000 )and Lixouri (6,000). In October 1953, Mr. W. Begert visited these 
islands on behalf of Unesco to investigate the possibility of organizing inter- 
national voluntary work camps. He reported that probably some 300 villages 
on the three islands had been destroyed, that practically all schools, churches 
and public building, had collapsed. ‘The library at Zante was completely des- 
troyed and its collection of about 30,000 volumes was lost by fire following the 
earthquakes. The library at Argostoli was damaged, though the books (approx- 
imately 20,000) were saved: the damage at the Lixouri library, with about 
4,000 volumes, was not great. In view of this damage the Greek National 
Commission has asked Unesco mainly to help reconstruct ruined museums, 
libraries and schools. It reports that 4,000 volumes have already been donated 
to the Zante library. 

The International Co-ordinating Committee of Work Camp Organizations, 
which co-operates with Unesco, is organizing three teams to build a youth 
centre with facilities for a library at Zante, a school at Argostoli for children, 
and a dormitory for students in Lixouri. International Youth Organizations 
as well as schools and colleges in Member States are being requested to co- 
operate with the Unesco Gift Coupon Project in order to send books, school 
materials and supplies. 

Finally, the International Federation of Library Associations has offered to 
organize a voluntary group to help the reconstruction of the destroyed libraries. 


(136) NEW UNIVERSITY LIBRARY, MOSCOW 


To meet the rapidly developing demands of science, the State Lomonossov 
University in Moscow has been considerably enlarged by the erection of a 
new building in the south-west district, to house the faculties of mathematics 
and natural sciences. The new university was officially opened on 1 Sep- 
tember 1953. 

In 1950 a committee of professors and scientific librarians was formed to 
plan the building up of the new library’s collections; a total of 1,800,000 vol- 
umes is envisaged. Various ministries have supplied duplicates and volumes 
from their reserve stocks, and the libraries of the faculties being transferred 
to the new building have been incorporated in the new library. In addition, 
it was decided that the library should receive one copy of all works on 
mathematics and natural sciences published in the Soviet Union. In two 
years (1950-52) its collections have grown to almost 600,000 volumes. 

A distinction has been made between literature for the professors and for the 
students. The new library contains only purely scientific hterature which must 
be consulted on the premises, but a special section of about 200,000 volumes 
available for loan is provided for the students. 

The literature for the different branches of science has been placed next to 
the lecture and work rooms for each branch. The library stretches over 
16 storeys and has 33 reading rooms with capacity for 1,000 readers; reading 
rooms for each subject are spread over two neighbouring floors, one for the 
professors and one for the students. Alphabetical and systematic catalogues, 
bibliographies, reference works are provided on all floors. In addition, there 
is a general central reference department. Administration (acquisition, eata- 
loguing, etc.) of the separate collections, including the library of the new 
observatory in close vicinity to the university building, is centralized.

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USBE ACTIVITIES IN 1953 


During 1953 the United States Book Exchange (USBE) (see Bulletin, vol. VI, no. 
8-9, item 375 for a description of the way foreign libraries can participate in this 
exchange scheme) supplied on exchange a total of 250,000 books and magazine 
issues, and still had a stock of some two-and-a-half million items on hand. In 
addition to sending out lists of material available as a basis for orders, the 
Exchange accepts requests for particular items at any time and deals with 
such requests promptly. Experience shows that USBE is able to provide most 
help to new libraries and those expanding into new fields of knowledge which 
need to assemble long files of older magazines. It is also frequently able to 
provide the single issue needed to complete a file. 

Members of the USBE include 245 foreign libraries and about 350 libraries 
in the U.S. and Canada. As in previous years, service to foreign libraries 
was subsidized where they were unable to pay for transport and handling 
fees, but a number of them are now participating on a small scale as paying 
members. Further subsidies are, however, needed if foreign libraries are to be 
able to co-operate fully in the scheme.

It is a survey 
and evaluation of library resources in medicine, with emphasis on bibliogra- 
phical and information sources.

(137) LIBRARIES 
AND UNITED NATIONS PUBLICATIONS 


Supplement to Unesco bulletin for libraries 


Librarians receiving United Nations documents are confronted with a number 
of different problems, such as how to classify, catalogue and preserve them and 
how to find in them the information which they are stated to contain. Such 
documents are either printed or mimeographed. 

At present there are some 200 libraries to which, as depositories, all UN 
documents are distributed free of charge (see Bulletin, vol. IV, nos. 3 and 9). 
Further, printed publications are sold separately to the public and subscrip- 
tions can be taken out for mimeographed documents, provided that each sub- 
scription covers at least one complete series of such documents. 

Although the various possible methods of dealing with UN documents 
are not very complicated, and although certain reports on this problem have 
been published since 1946 (see Bibliography), those responsible for classifying 
such documents have had reasons for complaint. The General Assembly was 
finally obliged to adopt resolution 593 (VI1),' requesting the Secretary-General 
to restrict the number of documents to an essential minimum, and to invite 
the competent services of the Secretariat to explain to delegations how to use 
and classify these documents. 


PROBLEMS OF DEALING WITH UN DOCUMENTS 


Before going into detail concerning methods of classifying and preserving 
UN documents, let us briefly review the reasons why librarians find them so 
difficult to deal with.? 

In the first i there is the question of quantity: the UN produces a 
vast number of documents. During the first two years of its existence, it issued 
as many documents as the League of Nations did in 25 years.* During 1950, 
7,502 UN documents in English and 16,752 documents in the Organization’s 
other official languages, without counting corrigenda and addenda to the 
English documents, were entered in the United Nations documents index.* These 
documents range from 1 to 400 pages each. 

Following a conventionalized system, which bewilders the uninitiated, the 
Organization divides all documents up into a number of series. At the top 
righthand corner of each document is a symbol (e.g. E/CN.4/AC.7, or A/AC. 
18/SC8, or ST/LIB/SER.C, etc.) corresponding to such and such an organ, 
commission or committee of the UN. A librarian who does not understand 
the structure and operation of the UN finds it difficult to understand such 
symbols. There was moreover some confusion at the outset, and it was only 
after a more or less experimental period that a final standardized system 
emerged. 

Certain librarians, who consider that some of the documents are of no 
use to their libraries, eliminate them, thus keeping incomplete series and

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complicating still further the task of classifying them. It should also be noted 
that distribution is not always as efficient as could be wished, and libraries 
sometimes receive several copies of certain documents and none of others. 

The many bibliographical aids and the indexes, published by the UN to 
facilitate the task of librarians in classifying documents or carrying out 
research, are written in English, which creates an additional difficulty for 
those with no knowledge of that language. 

Lastly, there is a psychological factor to be considered. Since libraries 
receive UN publications free of charge, librarians do not take so much trouble 
over them as they would if they were obliged to pay for them; in neglecting 
such documents, however, they do not realize how interesting and useful the 
materials are of which they are depriving their libraries. 

With regard to methods of classifying UN documents, a distinction should 
be drawn between printed “‘publications” and mimeographed “documents”, 


PRINTED PUBLICATIONS 


These are more welcome than others to librarians, who often ask to have 
them without any mimeographed documents. Printed publications are much 
easier to deal with. They can be divided into three categories: official docu- 
ments, the sales number series, and periodical reviews; to which the UN 
Treaty Series should be added. For all these publications, there is an excellent 
printed catalogue which it is essential to have; the English and French 
editions cover the years 1945-49, and there are also annual supplements for 
1950, 1951 and 1952 (Series ST/DPI/SER. F). 

At the end of this catalogue—in which all UN printed publications are 
listed and described, by category and by series—is a very useful subject-index. 


Official Documents. The Official Documents category consists of: 
1. Verbatim or summary records of meetings of the different organs of the 
UN (General Assembly, Security Council, Economic and Social Council, 
Trusteeship Council, Atomic Energy Commission and Disarmament Com- 
mission). 
Annexes to the above-mentioned records, which used to be included in 
the same volume as the latter, and contain draft resolutions, amendments, 
reports, and short studies written by the Secretariat; many of these texts 
were originally mimeographed documents. ‘The annexes are at present 
numbered in accordance with the items on the agenda of the body con- 
cerned. 

3. Supplements, containing various reports submitted to the organ concerned, 
together with the resolutions adopted by it during the session. These sup- 
plements are numbered afresh at each session and also bear their symbol 
and serial number in the general mimeographed series of documents. In

classifying them, the symbol should be disregarded, and only the number of 


the supplement taken into account. 
Official documents should be classified, bound and placed on the shelves in the 
order assigned to them in the printed catalogue, i.e. the documents of each 
session should be grouped together; thus the official documents of the Fifth 
Session of the General Assembly will comprise the records of plenary meetings 
‘ of the assembly and committees, the annexes and supplements 1 to 20. The 
catalogue index-cards should follow the same order, acting as author-cards. 
Analytical entries may be established for certain important supplements— 
e.g. as regards the Fifth Session, for Supplement No. 1 (Report of the Secretary- 
General), Supplement No. 12 (Report of the International Law Commission), 
Supplement No. 15(Report of the United Nations Commissioner in Libya), etc. 
These cards are not, however, indispensable and can be replaced by the 
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printed catalogue with its subject-index. Nor is any shelf-mark necessary: 
the name of the organ, the session or the number of the supplement should 
be enough to make it possible to find the volumes, which should be placed on 
the shelves in the same order as in the catalogue. It will be explained further 
on how to locate, within volumes of official documents, the records of debates 
and the material on given subjects. 


Sales number series. The second category of printed publications consists of 
studies and reports by the Secretariat, known as sales number series. There 
are 17 of these series (I to XVII); the studies and reports of which they are 
composed deal with economic, social and legal questions and are intended 
to assist any organ of the UN needing them for its work. 

On the back of the cover-page of each publication in this category is a 
cartouche containing the sales number, which consists of the year of publi- 
cation, the number of the series in Roman figures and the serial number of 
the publication within that particular series. ‘Thus sales number 1951. XVII. 3 
indicates that the volume concerned is the third publication during 1951 in 
Series No. XVII (Statistics). 

Publications in this category should also be classified, bound, catalogued 
and then placed on the shelf in the order of the series and, within the series, in 
numerical order. The shelf-mark will be the sales number. For these publi- 
cations, it is useful to make out analytical entries or cross-reference cards 
(although, as already stated, the index of the printed catalogue can be used 
instead), for library users are more accustomed to card catalogues than to 
printed catalogues and are more inclined to consult them for their research; 
moreover, when omissions occur in distribution, index-cards show clearly 
which of these publications are held by the library. 

Lastly, it should be noted that librarians who buy only some of these publi- 
cations can group them with any other monographs, thus integrating them 
into the library’s collection as a whole. 


Periodicals. The third category—that of periodical reviews, of which there are 
about 15—raises no special problem. These publications can be treated 
in the same way as all other periodicals received by the library. 


MIMEOGRAPHED DOCUMENTS. 


These documents are the most numerous and, from the librarian’s point o 
view, the most cumbersome. Some, at a later stage, are printed. But in any 
case the idea should not be allowed to gain ground that mimeographed docu- 
ments are relatively unimportant. 

Depository libraries receive all these documents, with the exception of such 
as are confidential or for internal distribution only. As the Organization has 
worked out a system of classification for them, it would be useless, indeed absurd, 
to try to change it; the system adopted is effective, even if a library does not 
receive all the documents, for (as already stated) if they are to be found in libraries 
at all, they should be there in complete series. Any method, therefore, whereby 
such documents are arranged in order of date or subject is bound to be unsatis- 
factory and, as their number increases, will inevitably lead to complications 
from which it will be impossible for the librarian to extricate himself, 


Documents symbols. The symbols are based on the English names of UN organs: 
A for the General Assembly, S for the Security Council, E for the Economic 
and Social Council, T for the Trusteeship Council, ST for the Secretariat, 
AEC for the Atomic Energy Commission and DC for the Disarmament Com- 
mission. To these basic symbols auxiliary and secondary ones are added; for 
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example, C, AC and CN show that it is a question of a standing commission 
or committee, an ad hoc one, or a special organ. Sub or SC mean subcommis- 
sion or subcommittee, and Conf. means conference. Among secondary refer- 
ence symbols are PV, meaning verbatim record; SR=summary record; 
L=limited distribution; Corr.—corrigendum; rev.=revised, etc. After the 
symbol comes a figure indicating the document’s place in the series: thus 
A/AC/18/SC 9/5 signifies the fifth document of Subcommission g of the eigh- 
teenth Ad Hoc Commission set up by the General Assembly. 

There is an alphabetical list of UN symbols, giving, opposite them, the titles 
of the corresponding organs and commissions. This list is No. 43 in the 
Index note series and its symbol is ST/LIB/SER.D/43. In this list, for example, 
opposite the symbol E/CN.4/Sub.1 is written “Sub- Commission on Freedom 
of Information’’. The titles are in English and, in order to find the French 
equivalents, Terminology bulletin no. g1* should be consulted; its symbol i 
ST/CGS/SER. F/g1. 

The list of symbols mentioned above (Index note no. 43) is to be supplemented 
by an alphabetical subject-index of organs and commissions, which is at 
present to be found in another document entitled U.N Archives, reference guide 
no. 17, reference number ST/CGS/SER.A/17. 


Classification of Documents. Mimeographed documents should be classified in 
vertical index-files, and then bound and placed on shelves in the alphabetical 
order of the series symbols; there will thus be the series A, A/AC.35, A/AC.35/L, 
A/AC.35/SR, A/AC.36, A/CN.4, E,E/AC.7, E/CN.s, S,STY ‘DPL,T. etc., 
and the numerical order should be carefully adhered to within each series. 
Printed documents in a given series should be placed with the printed publica- 
tions, but the title of the document thus removed should be indicated in its 
normal place in that series. 

The catalogue should contain only the titles of the series, listed in alphabet- 
ical order of symbols (these will be the “author -cards”) ; no shelfmark is 
necessary, as the symbol takes its place. The numbers of the issues within 
each series are entered as each issue comes in. Analytical entries by subject 


will bear a cross-reference to the symbol index-cards. These two series of 


cards correspond to /ndex notes no. 43 and to UN Archives, reference guide no. £7. 


GUIDES AND RESEARCH TOOLS 


Hitherto we have dealt only with the method of classifying whole series or 
categories of publications and with ways of locating them, because the pur- 


pose of all classification and cataloguing is to facilitate the task of the user of 


the documents in his scientific research. Often the title of the series is signifi- 
cant and enough by itself (for example, the commissions on international 
criminal jurisdiction, economic development or disarmament); but there are 
also series containing documents that are very varied and commissions that 
deal simultaneously with several problems. How can one find documents thus 
“concealed” within series? Some librarians select the mimeographed documents 
which they consider the most important and catalogue them separately (for 
example, the report on laws and regulations on the Régime of the High Seas 
in the International law commission series, or the definition of aggression in the

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general series of Assembly documents, or a study on the investment of foreign 
capital in the general series of documents of the Economic and Social Council, 
or another on the development of industry in Argentina in the series of the 
Commission on Latin America, etc.). 

Sometimes the same questions are dealt with in a large number of documents 
and have been debated by more than one organ or commission of the UN; 
such is the case with the Palestine problem, the question of the admission of 
new members, or education in Non-self-governing Territories. In order to 
facilitate research on these questions, several documentary aids (all in English)* 
are provided, as briefly described hereunder. 

First, there are the “check-lists’”’ (Series ST/LIB/SER.F), giving a list of all 
the individual documents of every organ of the UN, with an alphabetical 
subject-index. The entire series of check-lists, covering all documents from 
1946 to 1949, has not yet been published, but the numerous parts which have 
so far been issued are of very great service. 

Since January 1950, the United Nations documents index (UND1) (Series ST/ 
LIB/SER.E)—a monthly publication—has served the same purpose. 

These two aids are invaluable for any research on the documents of the UN; 
and (as stated earlier) while card catalogues are indispensable to printed 
bibliographies, it is likewise impossible to compile catalogues without having 
recourse to the UNDI.? It would entail a tremendous amount of work if 
each library, in turn, were to undertake the research necessary for the compil- 
ing of that index. It should be added that a document in the Inf. (Information) 
series entitled Disposition of agenda items, issued after every session of the organs 
of the UN, renders the same services, for the proceedings of the session, as the 
two tools already mentioned.* 

In addition, certain auxiliary tools, suitable for quick reference, furnish 
general information on a given question relating to the UN. These are: the 
Yearbook of the United Nations, the United Nations bulletin with its six-monthly 
indexes, the Secretary-General’s Annual report on the work of the Organiza- 
tion, the reports of the different UN organs to the General Assembly, the 
reports of various committees and Specialized Agencies to the Economic and 
Social Council,* and the Catalogue of Economic and Social Projects. 

Further, attention should be drawn to the series of resolutions adopted by 
each organ.* Debates on a given question are to be found under the resolution 
in which they resulted and, in the documents containing a record of those 
debates, the reference numbers of all relevant documents and reports are 
quoted. 

It is unnecessary to go further into these problems here; but it might be 
recalled, in conclusion, that every librarian receiving UN documents should 
first acquire some knowledge of the way in which the Organization functions*® 
and should possess, and be familiar with, the basic reference works referred to
